Theatre Closing Possible

The Greenbeit Theater, a bright light in the City's 
center since its re-opening on Christmas Day, 1990, prob¬ 
ably will close permanently after Christmas Week this year, 
says Paul Sanchez, president of P & G Theaters.

Displaying his political acu¬ 
men, perpetual State Comptrodler 
Louis Goldstein maneuvered his 
way from the sidelines to the 
center for the photo opportunity, 
crowding Congressman Steny 
Hoyer in the front ranks. It 
was Hoyer, though, who received 
the most accolades during the 
ceremony in recognition of his 
successful efforts to obtain fed¬ 
eral funding for Metro and the 
early completion of the Green 
Line. 

A capacity crowd huddled to¬ 
gether on that cold, blustery, 
sunny day in a large flapping 
tent located in the Greenbeit 
Station parking lot to hear a 
string of 15 speakers congratu¬ 
late each other and extol Metro. 
As chill winds slipped through 
gaps in the tent’s clear vinyl 
sides, the audience could see be¬ 
hind the speakers platform a 
blurred view of the new Green- 
belt station and watch a steady 
flow of trains arriving and de¬ 
parting with passengers taking 
free rides.

standards, is a major achieve¬ 
ment that demonstrates to the 
nation a mass transportation 
system that works. 

Waited and Waited 

Congressman Hoyer, calling 
Metro the tie that binds our 
region together, said that his 
efforts to get Metro completed 
gave new meaning to the old 
song, “I’ve Been Working on the 
Railroad.” “They say that good 
things come to people who have 
waited. Well, folks, Greenibelt 
has waited . . . and waited . - 
and waited.”

Further repair work on the 
slopes between the school bus 
garage and the Beltway Plaza 
is taking place.

When asked about the work, 
Beltway Plaza owner/developer 
Sydney Brown advised that he 
did not believe it would be pos¬ 
sible to ever stabilize the slope 
and advocated the Board of Edu¬ 
cation selling the bus garage 
site to him. 

English Country Manor 
Foundation Real Estate ex¬ 
pects to begin construction in 
the next month or two on Eng¬ 
lish Manor, according to Wilson.

the possibility of getting grants 
to enable him to restore the 
Greenbeit theater sign to the 
upper front of the building.

To Be Synchronized 

The State Highway Adminis¬ 
tration (SHA) announces that 
traffic signal work along Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue from Lydell Road 
to Goodluck Road is now under 
way.

About the Bylaws 

While chairing the December 5 
special meeting of the GHI mem¬ 
bership, I made a very contro¬ 
versial ruling. I believe that the 
membership deserves an explana¬ 
tion. I don’t expect anyone to 
change their minds—I ask only 
that everyone understand where 
I was coming from, that this 
was not a sudden thing off the 
top of my head. 

First, we must remember what 
the Bylaws are. This is not a 
document created by some mys¬ 
terious Entity. It is not a docu¬ 
ment created by the Board. It 
is. in fact, a document created 
by the membership, modified by 
the membership from time to 
time, and it is the membership’s 
statement of how they want 
things done in GHI. This mem¬ 
bership statement can only be 
changed by a properly submitted 
Bylaw's amendment approved by 
a 2/3 vote during a membership 
meeting. 

I knew in advance that this 
question would be raised at the 
meeting, and I studied the By¬ 
laws from end to end. A key part 
of the Bylaw's as they relate 
to the budget is Article VIII. 
Section 11. Subsection b on page 
17 (included in the handouts at 
the meeting). Paraphrased, it 
says that the Board shall adopt 
a budget and authorize expendi¬ 
tures for the coming year, but 
if that budget would result in 
an increase of 10# or more in 
members’ operating charges, the 
Board must first take it to the 
membership for approval, and the 
Board cannot then, on its own, 
adopt a budget in excess of that 
voted by the membership. 

That, to me, is a clear and 
compelling statement of what the 
membership wants regarding the 
annual budget, even to the point 
of stating when they demand 
preapproval authority. 

Another area I looked at care¬ 
fully was Article IV, Section 9 


cn page 8 concerning other re¬ 
sponsibilities of members at 
membership meetings, particu¬ 
larly the last part, “exercising 
final authority on all matters 
vitally affecting the Corpora¬ 
tion.” The key words here are 
‘vitally affecting’. My dictionary 
defines vital as ‘of the utmost 
importance, essential to continued 
w'orth or welLbeing’. 

I can easily argue that if I 
were to have a heart attack that 
would be a matter vitally af¬ 
fecting me- I’d be bard pressed 
to argue the same about a brok¬ 
en arm. Likewise. I could easily 
argue that if any GHI Board 
were to try to sell our wood¬ 
lands, that would be a matter 
vitally affecting the Corpora¬ 
tion. I cannot argue the same 
about a 3-98G increase in month¬ 
ly fees, the lowest since at least 
1986. 

Probably the most compelling 
thing I found in this section was 
not words that are in the By¬ 
laws. but rather words that are 
not in the Bylaws. At the 1972 
Annual Meeting held on May 24 
of that year the, following mo¬ 
tion was placed on the floor: 

To amend Article IV, Section 
9. of the Bylaws by adding 
“These responsibilities and pow¬ 
ers of the membership at a 
membership meeting shall in¬ 
clude, but not be limited to, the 
amending of the budget of the 
Corporation . . . 

Following discussion, the mo¬ 
tion was tabled, and to this day, 
21 plus years later, no words 
even remotely resembling these 
appear in the Bylaws. In other 
words, the GHI membership has 
in fact considered a Bylaw 
change reserving the right to 
amend the budget, and has in 
fact not yet chosen to amend 
the Bylaws in this regard. 

I knew that this ruling would 
be unpopular, but when you’re 
chairing a meeting, you cannot 
do what is popular, you cannot 
do what you think will make 
you look good, you have to do 
what you believe is correct- I wish 
someone had appealed my ruling 
that day—I would then have been 
able to explain all this. As 
Wayne Williams said later, there 
were a number of people present 
at the meeting who knew exactly 
how to do this. 

Perhaps it would have been 
better if I had gone against 
what I believe and simply ruled 
the motion in order. A number 
of people have since told me 
they only voted for the motion 
because I had ruled it as ad¬ 
visory, that if they had thought 
it would be binding on the Board 
they would have voted against 
it. Perhaps it would then have 
been defeated. Perhaps I did 
the petitioners a favor. 

What’s done is done. * .

Readers of the News Review 
may have gotten the erroneous 
impression that the December 5 
GHI Special Membership Meet¬ 
ing was a Sunday picnic. How¬ 
ever, dbe in large part to a 
parliamentary flim-flam by Pres¬ 
ident A1 Freas, the afternoon 
was overshadowed by mistrust 
and outrage. 

Early in the meeting, Presi¬ 
dent Freas antagonized those in 
favor of the motion to reduce 
member fees by summarily rul¬ 
ing that the motion was not 
binding on the board, but merely 
advisory. Members reacted with 
outrage and pointed out that 
the bylaws give the membership 
“final authority in all matters 
vitally affecting the Corporation 
unless otherwise prohibited.” 
They vociferously insisted that 
he consult the parliamentarian 
for an expert legal opinion. Mr, 
Freas refused, and stood by his 
ruling. 

Three hours later, after sev¬ 
eral amendments and much dis¬ 
cussion, Mr. Alan Turnbull again 
asked Mr. Freas to consult the 
parliamentarian on whether the 
motion would be binding. He 
finally did, and the parliamen¬ 
tarian’s response was that Freas’ 
original ruling stood, because at 
the time it was made, no one 
“appealed” it. This compounded 
the insult, because many mem¬ 
bers had earlier strenuously op¬ 
posed his ruling and sought to 
challenge it, even though the 
magic word tu iappeal” had not 
been explicitly spoken- 

The honorable thing for Mr. 
Freas to do at that point would 
have been to acknowledge that 
the earlier protests constituted 
an “appeal,” and that a ’?gal 
opinion should be sought. In¬ 
stead, he chose to hide behind 
a technicality, and let his ruling 
stand- 

Such strong-arm tactics have 
no place in a cooperative of 
neighbors such as ours. Mr. Freas 
should step down as president 
and turn the gavel over to some¬ 
one who will place fairness above 
his own personal preferences.

As for our 
trim paint program we know of 
2 -such complaints, and we re¬ 
turned to correct the problems 
upon notification. We stand by 
our work. We cannot correct a 
problem that we do not know 
exists. If you have problems, 
questions or concerns, we urge 
you to call administration 474* 
4161 or maintenance 474-6011. If 
it’s within our power we will 
help. 

During the special membership 
meeting of December 5, there 
was talk of cutting the staff to 
reduce costs. Some of the staff, 
willingly and! regularly, work 
over the amount of hours that 
they are compensated. Reduc¬ 
tions in staff would severely 
limit services provided by that 
same staff. 

The Board of Directors and 
the staff have the community’s 
best interest at heart. We ask 
for your support in our efforts 
to protect your investment in 
your community and your em¬ 
ployees. We urge you to respond 
with your support. Only with 
all membership heard can the 
Cooperative truly be a Coopera¬ 
tive.

Greenbelt CARES will begin 
the next GED program on 
Thursday, Jianuary 6- GED I is 
for students who need review 
of basic math (addition, subtrac¬ 
tion, multiplication, division, frac¬ 
tions, decimals, percentages and 
word problems) and English 
grammar skills. GED II is for 
students who have successfully 
completed GED I and/or are 
ready to learn algebra and geo¬ 
metry, English literature and 
writing skills, and prepare to 
take the GED test. 

Both courses are run every 
Tuesday and Thursday, for 10 
weeks, in the Municipal Build¬ 
ing Conference Room- Both 
courses will begin on Thursday, 
January 6 and run through 
Thursday, March 10. GED I is 
held from 1-2:30 p.m. GED II 
is held from 2:45-4:16 p.m. 

There is no charge for either 
course, but students are required 
to purchase a copy of the text¬ 
book (purchased from Green¬ 
belt CARES).

It was semi-chaos at the Cha¬ 
nukah children’s concert on De¬ 
cember 12 at Mishkan Torah 
synagogue. Which was appar¬ 
ently just what they had in mind- 

Sally Heckelman held about 
two d-ozen kids spellbound for 
an hour, an achievement which 
is to be respected even withom. 
the fine singing and guitar work 
that she employed to bring it 
off. Heckelman, who now plays 
with New Fiddlers Associates, 
knew the characteristics of her 
instrument—the soul of the child 
—well. 

A squirming, bouncing, chat¬ 
tering audience fazed her not at 
all, not even those of its mem¬ 
bers streaking comet-like around 
the room in eccentric orbits. In 
fact, she harnessed this raw 
energy with the skill of a nu¬ 
clear engineer working a criti- 
Cal mass, drawing her ' young 
charged particles into semi-neat 
lines for musical games and ca¬ 
joling them into semi-quiet in¬ 
terludes. Gne especially ram¬ 
bunctious three-year-old boy with 
a reputation for stomping on the 
bema (the elevated platform 
from which the rabbi conducts 
the service) during Shabbat ser¬ 
vices was charmed into a semi- 
civilized demeanor. Amazed, par¬ 
ents looked on with envy, relief, 
and nachus (pride, sort of). 

Still, as Three-Mile-Island at¬ 
tests, one can’t think of every¬ 
thing. After the concert, while 
Heckelman was chatting with an 
acquaintance, a 17-month-old 
boy broke out of the audience 
and charged the stage, obviously 
aiming for her guitar, which was 
propped on a stand there. 
He was thwarted at the last in¬ 
stant by his semi-attentive dad. 
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Charlotte Craig, 77, stepmoth¬ 
er of Richard Craig of Staple- 
wood Court, died at the Green- 
belt Nursing Center of a stroke 
on December 6. 

After teaching first grade for 
42 years, Mrs- Craig retired from 
the staff of the University Park 
Elementary School in 1982. She 
and her late husband Eddie, who 
died in 1964, moved to College 
Park from her native Ohio in 
1949. She met him, a widower, 
with young children, when his 
son was in her class her first 
year of teaching. 

She received a bachelor's de¬ 
gree in education from the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland. Earlier, she 
had obtained a teacher's certifi¬ 
cate from a normal school in 
Ohio. 

A life member of the National 
Education Association, Mrs. 
Craig was a charter member of 
the Delta chapter in this county 
of Alpha Delta Kappa (an in¬ 
ternational teachers association). 
She was also a member of the 
Maryland State Teachers Asso¬ 
ciation and the Prince Georges 
County Educators Association. 

IA longtime member of Ber¬ 
wyn Baptist Church in College 
Park, she had lived at the Green- 
belt Nursing Center since 1987. 

Besides her stepson Richard, 
she is survived by stepsons Ron¬ 
ald of Zephyr Hills. Fla-, and 
William of College Park, step¬ 
daughter Wilma LaCause, 
Scottsdale. AZ, and sister Joann 
Ferris, Kent, Ohio. Brothers Bill 
and John «and a stepdaughter 
Elvadean as well as her grand¬ 
son, David of Greenbelt, prede¬ 
ceased her.

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Fifty Years Ago 
Flu Grounds Santa 

by James Giese 

December, 1943—A flu epidem¬ 
ic caused! the town to cancel 
having a community Santa Claus. 
Acting Public Health Director 
Dr. William Eisner advised town 
officials that Santa Claus would 
attract crowds of youngsters and 


thus add to the danger of spread¬ 
ing flu germs. 

lEisner reported that over 1200 
persons in Greenbelt had been 
hit with the flu. That constituted 
about 1 6 r /f. of the town’s popu¬ 
lation of 8,000. A number of 
events were postponed or can¬ 
celled including the Parent- 
Teacher Association Christmas 
party, the high school class ball, 
the high school basketball game 


and the annual Girl Scout and 
Brownie caroling party. 

One event not postponed was 
the American Legion Post’s 
“foster father” party for almost 
100 boys and girts who would 
be celebrating Christmas with¬ 
out their fathers who were away 
in the armed forces. Councilman 
Fred DeJager, in the guisa of 
Santa Claus, passed out gifts to 
the youngsters.

WMATA to Begin 
Paratransit Service 

The Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority will !be 
accepting applications for para¬ 
transit service. This service, 
which makes specialized public 
transportation available to those 
persons whose physical or men¬ 
tal disabilities exclude them from 
using regular routes, will be 
phased in starting in the Spring 
of 19>94 and fully operational 
by 1997. 

People are deemed eligible for 
paratransit service if they are 
unable as the result of a physi¬ 
cal or mental impairment, to get 
on, ride, or get off transit sys¬ 
tem vehicles, if they need the 
assistance of a wheelchair lift 
or other boarding device (unless 
such a vehicle is available on the 
regular route), or if they have 
a specific impairment-related 
condition which prevents travel 
to or from a bus stop or rail 
station. 

If an individual requires assist¬ 
ance (other than getting on or 
off), he or she must be accom¬ 
panied by a personal care at¬ 
tendant. provided by the passen¬ 
ger. 

Fares will be higher than reg¬ 
ular fares on comparable routes.

County MRF Opens

The Office of Recycling open¬ 
ed the county’s state-of-the-art 
MRF (materials recycling facil¬ 
ity) in Capitol Heightls on Oc¬ 
tober 2 to an enthusiastic crowd. 
This new facility processes »the 
glass bottles and jars, plastic 
milk/water jugs, sodia bottles 
and detergent bottles, aluminum 
and steel cans, and newspapers 
from Greembelt residents. 

Commingled materials are 
brought to the facility and push¬ 
ed onto a conveyor belt then 
sorted manually or automatically. 
Once separated, materials are 
baled and ready for market. 
These “post-consumer” glass, 
aluminum, and bi-metal mater¬ 
ials are melted down to make 
new containers. Plastic is chipped 
into pellets or flakes. These ma¬ 
terials replace virgin contents 
which in turn reduces the use 
of natural resources, conserves 
energy and creates less pollu¬ 
tion. 

Contaminants like yogurt cup 3 
and plastic bags are pulled off 
the belts and thrown away. Res>- 
dents are asked to rinse contain¬ 
ers and remove lids. Newspapers 
should be placed in brown paper 
bags or tied with string. Plastic 
bags create a huge problem with 
newspaper since the two mate¬ 
rials are so incompatible. For 
more information, call the Office 
of Recycling at 925-5963.

A jar of co-op cranberry 
sauce cost 18 cents. And best 
of all, you could buy your fresh 
Xmas tree for 50 cents and up.

The Metro Station 


The Metro station turns out 
to be lonely as a Scottish heath. 
Wind gusts sweeping across the 
parking lot batter us. Cars dot 
the rolling meadow of parking 
spaces like grazing sheep, vast¬ 
ly outnumbering the few people 
in view. And those people are 
not cheering. In flact, they most¬ 
ly ignore us.

The Bicyclist’s Millenium has 
collapsed. 

The station is not as deserted 
as it seems. It’s inward-looking. 
Oompahs and bleats filter out 
of a circus-like tent over yonder, 
where the pols are accepting 
kudos from each other. There 
is a brass band- But not for 
us. 

From the Beltway comes a 
giant sucking sound. Traffic 
roars by like a stampede of wild

The Bicyclists Speak 
Not to worry. They are as 
chipper as Midwesterners. Per¬ 
haps it’s all that fresh air and 
exercise. Somehow, this indwell¬ 
ing spirit has improbably altered 
the odds- Small miracles begin 


to break out. 

The first miracle is that we 
were not in fact ordered to move 
along. We were being ordered 
into formation so that an official 
Metro photographer can snap our 
picture! 

The c/clists are campaigning 
for bikeways through parts of 
the city to make the station 
safely accessible to them- They 
plead their case to me. They 
speak of the great benefits of 
encouraging bicycle commuting,

As a man was leaving Belt- 
way Plaza around 11:15 p.m. on 
Monday, December 6, two men 
approached him, displayed a 
handgun, and demlanded money;

While patrolling the 100 block 
of Northway around 1:15 am- 
on Saturday, December i, an 
officer stopped three suspicious- 
looking juveniles and found that 
they all had concealed knives 
They were all arrested and re¬ 
leased to their parents pending 
trial. Two were 15-year-old resi¬ 
dents; the other was a 15-year- 
old nonresident. 

Around 1:45 p.m. on Thursday, 
December 2, officers responded 
to a report of suspicious-looking 
juveniles in the woods on the 
Gardenway side of the Spellman 
Overpass and found the youths 
with a package of marijuana. 
One resident 15-year-old was ar¬ 
rested and charged with posses¬ 
sion of marijuana and then re¬ 
leased to a parent pending trial- 
Two others were released pend¬ 
ing further investigation. 

While patrolling the 6100 block 
of Breezewood Court around 3 
a-m. on Sunday, December 5, an 
officer stopped a vehicle with 
only one registration tag; a com¬ 
puter check showed that it had 
been stolen. Consequently, a 24- 
year-old resident man was ar¬ 
rested and charged with theft 
and released on citation. As he 
had an open warrant with the 
Prince Georges County Sheriff’s 
Department for failure to ap¬ 
pear in court he was then taken 
into custody by that department

Student Hurt in Attack 
At Eleanor Roosevelt

A ninth grade student at Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
was attacked by another student as he walked from a tem¬ 
porary classroom to the main building after school on De¬ 
cember 8. Jumped from behind, the Greenbelt youth sus¬ 
tained a concussion, black eyes and facial cuts when his 
glasses shattered. Other students were in the area at the 
time of the attack and a teacher was on the scene within 
minutes. 


Principal Gerald Boarman said 
the injured student’s mother was 
notified. Then Boarman, various 
faculty members and the school’s 
security investigator/ counselor 
immediately began tracking down 
students who witnessed the at¬ 
tack. By evening a positive 
identification was made and the 
next morning a 17-year-old 12th 
grade student from Glenarden 
was apprehended by Prince Geor¬ 
ges County Police as he stepped 
off the school bus. Later. Boar¬ 
man said, the youth was re¬ 
leased to his parents. 

Dr. Boarman explained that he 
has requested that the student 
be expelled. In the meantime 
the perpetrator, who had pre¬ 
viously been suspended for less 
serious offenses, has been placed 
on suspension. 

“This sends a message that 
this school is safe and orderly 
and, if something happens, we 
will deal with it very quickly.” 
said Dr. Boarman, adding “I 
look at the students as if they 
were my own kids . . . All stu¬ 
dents deserve an education free 
from fear and threats.” 

Distraught over the attack and 
worry caused to the student’s 
family, Boarman stressed, “This 
student was totally innocent—-he 
did nothing to provoke the in¬ 
cident . . - we’re fully behind 
him and I will make sure that 
he and other students will be 
kept safe.” 


Dr. Boarman said he will pre¬ 
sent the case for expelling the 
other student before the Direc¬ 
tor of Student Appeals who, 
along with two school adminis¬ 
trators. will make the decision 
whether or not to uphold or over¬ 
turn the expulsion. Any decision 
could be appealed by the parents 
to the Prince Georges County 
School Board. 

Board member Suzanne Plog- 
man, who represents Greenbelt, 
said “It was appalling this hap¬ 
pened to this young man.” She 
observed that administrators do 
everything they can to help keep 
the schools safe- “I intend to 
work with the school principals 
to do what we can, as a school 
board to help them.” Unfortun¬ 
ately,” she opined, “the schools 
have inherited the problems we 
see in the communities.” 

Plogman noted that one se¬ 
curity investigator/counselor is 
assigned to each high school in 
the county and that the board 
is requesting one additional se¬ 
curity person. Because of Roose¬ 
velt’s student population of 2,850 
—the largest in the state—s?*e 
felt that three security per¬ 
sons would be justified. She 
pointed out that several Mont¬ 
gomery County high s'chools have 
four on staff. 

Additional personnel, for ex¬ 
ample. would relieve Roosevelt 
administrators and faculty from 
having to deal with “outside rs^-
